After sw eltering in the heat for four races at 
Lakeside yesterday, a welcome cool breeze 
sprang up and made the rest of the afternoon 
bearable. It was a bad day for the wise ones, 
only one favorite, Image in the first race getting 
there though Walkover opened first'choice in the 
last event. 

The race of the day was the fourth, a mile 
condition affair, in which Redskin, 117, 
Assignee.
